Tho Great Pawora 
‘bhava shown wonderful forbearance of” the 
humours of the Graek Government,—-and- 
Turkey has exorcised « self-restraint worthy 
ofall praige. This unusual toleration bas 
undoubtedly arisen, first from o feoling of 
aympathy with Greece in a gonoral way naa 
rising power, and secondly from a knowledge 
that the elements for a widespread can- 
fiagration exist in Eastern Burope which a 
spark like a Grecian Gemonstration may 
st any time kindle. At the presont mu- 
mont, none of tha Powers interésted in the 
solution of what ‘usod to be known ex the 
Eastern Question ara either ready or anxioys | 
for war, and most of them have everythin 
to lose by itsirraption. - England no longer 
bas tho samo interest in the matter that she 
once had, while France is comparatively ine 
different as to which Power. holds: the 
kays of Dardanalles; and neither Power would 
care to ombark upon.a grer$ war to save the 
Tark from expulsion, Thoy are in! ereated in 
the preservation of the poace, and they profer 
to see neutral. Power seated at Constantino- 
ple, but they would scarcely consont to repeat 
the Crimean struggle even to drive back the 
Muscovite, Asa matter of fact Austria bas 
become the Powor chiefly interested in chack- 
ing Ruesian sscendency in the Balkan Pa- 
sinsulg.
